Conservative Leader in Sas- 
katchewan Gives Views

Afterwards the lieutenant-governor 
and his party will make an inspec- 
tion of the exhibits, touring the build- 
ings and grounds. 

Everything is in readiness for the 
opening. Yesterday the finishing 
touches were put on the buildings and 
grounds preparatory for the reception 
of the numerous visitors of today. Ex 
hibitors were hard at work all day 
getting their exhibits ready, and the 
main building was a confusing jum- 
ble of workmen unpacking goods and 
erecting stands. By nightfall most 
of the exhibits were in order, how- 
ever, and little labor will be required 
this morning to trtralghteri things out 
The stock sheds and horse stables are 
overcrowded, the showing In these de- 
partments having exceeded all rec- 
ords and surpassing tho most san- 
guine expectations of the management 
with the result that 20 new horse 
stalls were hurriedly erected yester- 
day afternoon and material was put 
on the grounds for 20 more, which it 
Is thought will be required. Tho 
horses which camo in from Vancou- 
ver on the steamer Charmer last eve- 
ning had to bo stabled in town owing 
to the lack of accommodation at the 
grounds. They will be moved out to- 
day. 

Tho grounds were given a thorough 
soaking with water yesterday, an en- 
gine being employed all afternoon 
pumping from the hydrant. The men 
in chargo of the hose distributed it 
plentifully about tho main driveway 
and the approaches to the buildings, 
so that the dust nuisance should be 
considerably abated today. 

The grandstand Is all snick and span 
with a coat of fresh paint. It has 
been enlarged to more than double its 
last year's capacity by the addition 
of a large section on the south ond 
and the re-arrangement of tho seat- 
ing accommodation. Tho space about 
the fcltahd has boon fenced off, and 
bleachers have been erected In front 
of tho stand sloping up to It. Admis- 
sion to the enclosure will cost patrons 
"two-bits," but they will be privileged 
to sit anywhere in the bleachers or 
stands. The top of the judges' stand, 
which has been an eyesore to those 
who have In the pa«st been unfortunate 
enough to be seated behind it. has 
boon cut down, so that those In the 
stands will have a free and uninter- 
rupted view of the racetrack- and the 
enclosure, where the judging and 
broncho-busting will take place, an im- 
provement that will bo cordially re- 
ceived by all. 

Tho sideshows ami amusements 
will be more numerous than over, and 
those who are seeking enjoyment will 
have a multitude of entertainments 
from which to choose. The omni-prets- 
cnt merry-go-round is located directly 
outside tho main building. Close by Is 
the woman who charms snakes, and 
right near is the snake eater, Then 
there Is the armless man and the leg- 
less woman, who have overcome their 
disadvantages by developing wonder- 
ful skm wltli their remaining limbs.

St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 23.— One of tho 
leading men In public, life In the Can- 
adian northwest bggfa St. Paul today 
in the person of VV WV G. Haultain, 
Conservative leader In tho provlnco of 
Saskatchewan. 

When nsked for a sketch of the situ- 
ation in the Canadian west, ho said: 
"Canadians are moro concerned at tho 
present time with the development' of 
tho material resources of tho country 
than with questions of politics. 

"Wo aro right in the middle of a par- 
liamentary term, and It naturally fol- 
lows that politics aro not very active, 
but as a matter of fact, tho people of 
Canada are getting closer together on 
political questions. It is only recently 
that party linos have been defined in 
our section of the country, for before 
the territories were divided into two 
provinces, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
the entire population, I might say, 
worked together for one purpose. Wo 
aro prospering, and, of course, we are 
happy. 

"Today about tho only political 
question in Canada lies at the root of 
tilings, whether we shall have good or 
bad government, and from what 1 
hear, that question is agitating the 
people of the States to a greater or 
less degree. Jt is just as important in 
Canada as it Is with you. 

"Many of the larger political ques- 
tions have been done away with in 
Canada. The tariff question, as an 
illustration, has boon practically set- 
tled. The people of Canada want a 
protective tariff, and of course what 
they want they will have. When' the 
present Liberal parly assumed power 
about eleven years ago, free trade was 
in the air, but the people won't have 
it, and both parties so realize the 
fact." 

Asked as to trade relations with tho 
United States, Mr. Haultain said: 
"Regarding closer trade relations with 
the United States you can probably 
hear much more talk on the American 
side of the lino than in Canada. You 
know that for years Canada had a 
standing statutory offer looking to- 
ward reciprocity with the States, but 
you did not see fit to take it up, and 
now when you are anxious for reci- 
procity, we are lukewarm. Canada 
feels that she can take care of herself, 
and the progress of her development 
seems to indicate it. 

"Our section of the country has had 
a wonderful development during the 
past few years. Reglna, which strug- 
gled along as a village for upwards of 
sixteen years, is now a flourishing city 
of nine thousand people."

WORK ON WIRELESS 

Commercial Mossages Soon to Cross 
tho Atlantic 

Sydney, N, S„ Sept. 23.— -Signer 
Marconi arrived here on Saturday and 
left during the day for Glace Bay. Be- 
fore leaving ho made a statement to 
tho effect that his company will be 
able to send commercial messages to 
England as soon as the Sydney sta- 
tion opens, in about three weeks. He 
had now reached a point where nil 
obstacles had been overcome. Weather 
conditions, he said, did not prevent 
them doing efficient work. Unless the 
masts or poles should bo struck, 
lightning would not bother them. An 
ordinary telegraph operator, be said, 
could do commercial wireless work 
with three months' training. At- pre- 
sent the continental Morse system 
was used, but they could use the 
ordinary Morso as we!', and send 
twenty words a minute. The first 
commercial work would be sending 
press despatches to the big English 
papers. 

Mr. Marconi stated that the rate 
would bo ten cents a word for ordin- 
ary commercial messages and live 
cents a word for press despatches. 
This rate, he said, would be cut later. 
Ho expressed to the reporter the ut- 
most confidence in tho outlook for 
commercial wireless telegraphy. The 
mossages sent from the station at 
Glace Bay will be received on tho other 
side of the Atlantic at Clifton, Ire- 
land, where a new plant has been es- 
tablished. The Cornwall station will 
be utilized as n secondary plant.

Quenec, Sept. 23. — E. A. Hoare, en- 
gineer of the Quebec Bridge company, 
continued his evidence before tho 
royal commission inquiring Into tho 
disaster this morning. Mr. McCluro 
had reported to, him that chord "A 9" 
showed deflections in all four of its 
members, lie suggested to McCluro 
that he go to New York, and told him 
to make a thorough check, taking 
levels, etc., and then to proceed to New 
York and Phoenixvllle with sketches 
of the defects. Mr. Hoare said that 
When the traveler was moved, ho ask- 
ed Mr. Yenser, tho general foreman, . 
who ordered it moved, and the latter 
replied: "Oh, well, there are so many 
men at work I thought it was better 
to move it out, and 1 think it is safe." 
From conversation Mr. Hoare had with 
Mr. Birks, the chief engineer, the lat- 
ter did not consider the defects In 
the members in question serious, but 
thought repairs were necessary.

Describing his 
Interview with Mr. Cooper in New 
York, he stated ho told Mr. Cooper 
that his undertaking with Mr. Yenser 
was that no further Iron should bo put 
on until they received instructions. 
Mr. Cooper then sent a telegram to 
Phoenixvllle, telling them not to add 
any moro iron to the bridge until tho 
matter had been carefully considered, 
and that Mr. McClure would arrive 
at 8 o'clock. 

"The fact would be," said Mr. Kerry, 
"that on this afternoon and Tuesday 
Mr. Yenser stated he would not in- 
crease tho load on the bridge by mov- 
ing out the traveler, and on Wednes- 
day morning without further consul- 
tation he commenced to movo tho 
traveller out." 

"Yes," said Mr. McCluro, "ho said 
he had too many men out." 

"I advised him at the time," con- 
tinued tho witness, "that it was poor 
policy, but still, after looking into it 
with Mr. Birks, I did not think it 
dangerous." 

"About 10:30 on Thursday morn- 
ing whllo In Mr. Cooper's office I re- 
ceived a telegram from Mr. Birks, 
saying: "Do not think wo can state 
positively that chord has backed since 
erection. Only evidence we have is to 
tho contrary. See my letter with ad- 
ditional data at Phoenixvllle tomor- 
row morning." 

"Then," said Mr. Kerry, "when yoU' 
advised Mr. Yenser not to move tho 
traveler out you wore not considering 
tho safety of the bridge, but tho ad- 
visability' of making repairs." 

"That's right," responded the wit- 
ness. Asked If ho had any other In- 
structions from Mr. Cooper's telegram, 
h.| stated that Mr. Cooper had told 
him to tell Mr. Deans that some steps 
must be taken at once to strengthen 
the chord. Ho did not tell them that 
during the talk, as thoy were wait- 
ing -for Mr. Hirks' letter- witn addi- 
tional information. 

Mr. McCluro said ho stopped to see 
Mr Cooper on tho way back. Asked 
if tho consulting engineer expressed 
my opinion on tho disaster, the wit- 
ness stated all ho said was: "Well, 
it's that chord."

Tho water 
committee reported to council in favor 
of having the job done by day's work 
under the supervision of tho chief en- 
gineer of tho water department, but 
this was voted down by 33 to 7, tho 
council's experience In having work 
done in this way not having been sat- 
isfactory.

Council Reconsiders Refusal to 
Grant Privileges to Musi- 
cal Society

The Victoria Musical society may yet 
gain Its desire anil obtain the use of 
tlie large room over the reading room 
at the Carnegie library, the request for 
the use of which was denied at a 
recent meeting of the city council. At 
last night's meeting of the council, 
Mayor Morley moved that the council 
reconsider its former action, and while 
one or two of the aldermen, notable 
Aid. Fell, objected to the joclety being 
given the use of the room for rehear- 
sals and concerts, it was finally de- 
cided to refer the society's request to 
the library commission, with the 
recommendation that should it bo 
found that the use of the room for 
musical purposes interfered with the 
readers who frequent the reading room 
that the permission granted to the 
society be rescinded. 

Aid. Fell declared that a good deal 
of canvassing had been done to get 
tlie members of the council to change 
their recent view that the society 
should not have the room. He did 
not think that when Mr. Cnrnegle 
made his donation, it was with any 
intention that tlie building should be 
used for any but library purposes, 
and he doubted if tlie council had any 
right to grant the request. 

Mayor Morley thought it would be 
quickly seen whether the uso of the 
room by the Musical society would 
interfere with the reading public. 

Aid. Hanna made reference to the 
"seven old men" who frequented the 
reading room, indicating that the in- 
mates of the Old Man's home were 
the chief users of tne reading room. 
Mis reference brought forth from the 
mayor a rebuke to the effect that if 
Aid. Hanna, as chairman of the com- 
mittee governing that institute would 
make more frequent vl.dts it might be 
better. Aid. Gleason relieved the ten- 
sion somewthat by introducing a neu- 
tral subject, that of the Improper 
lighting of the city clock, and the 
threatened strained relations between 
the mayor and Aid. llauna, did not re- 
sult. ( 

The petition presented by property 
owners along Government street 
against the proposed pavement and the 
maimer in which the city proposed to 
meet the cost thereof, occasioned a 
lot of desultory discussion. The peti- 
tion, which has already been published 
in the daily press and which objected 
to the prosecution of the work except 
as a work of ordinary repair to bo 
paid for in full by the city, was char- 
acterized by Aid. Fell us being a bit 
too previous.' He did not think that 
tiie council had said anything about 
going ahead witli the work so far as 
the public was concerned, but not- 
withstanding the petition he thought 
the city should go on with the matter 
as far as advertising it, and then they 
could deal with objections. As to the 
argument that the work should bo 
done as one of ordinary repair and 
maintenance, as suggested by the peti- 
tioners, he would point to the work 
done on the street by tlie city during 
the last year. Such work "of ordinary 
repair and maintenance" had consisted 
In the removal of a decayed block or 
two, and temporary tinkering done. He 
thought that when the property own- 
ers contrasted this work with the new 
pavement they would look at the mat- 
ter from a different viewpoint. 

Aid- Hanna thought that the manner 
in which the city proposed to pay for 
the work was a little severe upon the 
property owners. If the city should 
pay for the first five years, the un- 
expired term of the old assessment, 
then the property owners could take 
ui) the payments. The present pave- 
ment was only an experiment and a 
very bad one at that, and he did not 
think that the property owners along 
tlie street should be forced to pay for 
what they did not get. 

In answer to Aid. Vincent's query, 
Aid. Henderson staled that he thought 
the work could be completed this year. 
Aid. Vincent suggested that if such 
could not be the case that the work 
be left to the incoming council. He 
thought all wood pavements put down 
had been experiments and should be 
charged up to the city. 

Aid. Henderson maintained that if 
the city paid fifty per cent, of the 
cost of the pavement and all the cost 
of the intersections of streets the pro- 
perty owners along the thoroughfare 
would not pay more than a third of 
the cost, if that much. 

AM. Fell remarked that the owners 
had an improper notion of what they 
would bo called upon to pay. The 
concrete base put down for the pre- 
sent pavement Is In first class condi- 
tion, and It will only be necessary to 
lay tin; new blocks upon it, and the 
city could easily pay for the next five 
years, provided that tin? property own- 
ers were not called upon to pay until 
after the lenth payment on the pre- 
sent assessment. 

It was finally decided to ask the city 
engineer to make reports as to the 
cost under the ten and fifteen years' 
assessment plan. 

The thirty days' grace having, elaps- 
ed, which had been granted to the 
owners of old shacks situated upon lot 
■125, block 2, (an old shed), lot 31, 
block o, Johnson street, (two old frame 
buildings and two shacks, numbered 
117 and 119, respectively); lot 159, 
Johnson street (one storey frame, 
building); lot 668, block U, Pandora 
street, (one storey frame building), It 
was decided that the city should go 
ahead and remove the buildings as 
being unsanitary and a menace to the 
city, should the owners neglect to do 
so, the cost of such removal to be 
charged up against the owners. 

In connection with the pulling down 
of old buildings, which had been con- 
demned by the hulldlng inspector, the 
sanitary inspector • and the lire chief, 
a communication from Messrs. Pooicy, 
Buxton and Pooloy whs read, in which 
the latter stated that their client, 
Miss Parshallc, had been notified to 
remove one old wooden building and 
two shefls at the rear of lot 161 Broad 
street, and tne old wooden building 
at the rear of lot 162, block 2, and also 
the one-storey, half burnt, building 
and blacksmith simp on Herald and 
Store slreels. The solicitors of Miss 
Parsholle claimed that the city had no 
authority under the; municipal clauses 
aet to destroy the buildings, and since 
one of Miss Parshallo's buildings, for- 
merly facing ; upon Broad street, has 
been destroyed by order of the city, 
(hat she would claim damages done to 
her properly without her permission. 
The communication was referred to 
the city solicitor. 

p. ('. Winkler, whose application for 
a building permit allowing him to 
erect, an oil and minors' supply ware- 
house on Coffin Island, had been re- 
fused by the building Inspector, and 
• ■ > 



who was notified that if he would en- 
ter into a bond with the city to com- 
ply with the city bylaws regarding The 
storage of oils, and powders and other 
dangerous articles, the permit would 
be granted, wrote refusing to give a 
bond und intimating that the council 
had not acted fairly with him. He 
mildly suggested that In view of their 
past actions the council should glyo 
him a bond as a guaranteo of their 
good faith. 

AW. Fullcrton called attention to 
Mr. Winkler's statement that large 
amounts of gasoline were stored in the 
City. If such were the case he thought | 
the practice should be stopped. Aid. 
Hanna took exception to the tone of 
tho letter. The communication was 
filed. ; . 

In answer to statements made by A. 
W. Knight in a letter to the council, 
to tho effect that the number of cases 
of typhoid fever in the city should be 
immediately investigated by the au- 
thorities, the mayor submitted a report 
from Hermann li. Robertson; M.D., 
medical Officer, which stated that there 
were a few isolated cases of typhoid 
fever which always is the occurrence 
at this season of the yoar, but the city 
generally Is .very healthy, the number 
of contagious diseases Is very small 
and at present there are particularly 
no signs of an impending, epidemic of 
typhoid fever. 

A petition against tlie erection of a 
laundry on Yates street, between tho 
Earlo building and the It. Baker & 
Sons building was referred to the 
building inspector for report. Tho pe- 
tition, which is signed by the leading 
wholesalers of the city, says that the 
erection of the laundry would affect 
property by Increasing the insurance 
rates. 

Tlie health and morals committee 
reported as follows: 

The health and morals committee 
appointed to enquire, into the com- 
plaint of Mr. Drake that a nuisance is 
caused by tho Victoria chemical works 
beg to report that on the 20th Inst., 
they visited tho works and were shown 
over same, and courteously given a 
chance to Inspect tho entire, working 
of the plant. Your committee learned 
that the plant ordered a year ago last 
February has recently arrived and is 
now being installed; when complete, 
the nuisance caused by that portion of 
the work will be reduced to the mini- 
mum. 

The greatest nuisance arises from 
defective furnaces, which although the 
best that can be obtained here, allow 
the sulphuric acid fumes to escape by 
way of the smoke stacks into the air, 
the management of the company as- 
sured the committee that this will be 
remedied when tho shipment ordered 
from the old country, part of which 
will bo here next month, is installed. 
Tho committee recommend that fur- 
ther action bo delayed pending tho In- 
stallation of tho new furnaces. 

The following report of the streets, 
bridges and sewers committee was 
adopted in full: 

Victoria Sept. 23, 1007. 

Gentlemen, — Your streets, bridges 
and sewers committee having consid- 
ered the undermentioned subjects, beg 
to report and recommend as follows: 

1. G. A. Campbell re street car rails 
on Government street. The reason 
the "T" rail was placed on tho above 
named street was in order to ennblo 
railway freight cars to pass over them 
in case It might be required, 

2. Messrs. Leigh & Sons re 'sewer 
across their lot between Springfield 
avenue and Russell ' street. We re- 
commend that tin agreement be enter- 
ed Into with Messrs. Leigh & Sons for 
right of way, ancVi that a sewer be 
constructed, as it is the most practical 
way of sewering the surrounding dis- 
trict. 

3. Mr, YYarburton re repairs to 
Mears street sidewalk. This matter 
lias been attended to. 

4. We recommend that a sewer be 
constructed on Shakespeare street be- 
tween North Pembroke street and Ed- 
monton road — distance " S50 feet, cost 
about $800. This will sewer eight 
houses at present and remedy tlie 
unsanitary conditions reported by the 
sanitary Inspector. 

5. We recommend that the wooden 
sidewalk on the east side of the cause- 
way be raised and repaired, and drain- 
age provided to keep tlie street in 
good condition until permanent work 
can be done in the spring, when the I 
filling shall have settled sufficiently, 
to enable that work to be carried out. | 
Also that a drain be constructed 
across Broad street at Pandora street, 
the whole at a cost of about $200. 

(i. We recommend that the request 
of Joseph B. Phillips to be relieved 
from his. contract of the 8th October, 
1006, for supplying granite curbing to 
the cltv, be granted and that the city 
solicitors be instructed to draw up the 
necessary release accordingly. 

Discussion on the notice of motion 
given last week by Aid. Fell that a 
referendum be submitted at the next 
civic election that the municipal water- 
works be put in tho hands of a com- 
mission of three was postponed until 
the next meeting of the council. 

Aid. Fell brought to the attention 
of the mayor the question of selling 
pools at the fair grounds, lie asked 
had anything been done regarding the 
matter, and if pools were sold would 
the c'll v take arty act ion. 

Mayor Morley was unable to answer, 
but stated thai he didn't think the. 
matter had been discussed by the man- 
aagement. 

Aid. Fell also brought up Ihe matter 
of "skin games." lie had noticed at 
the last fair that quite a number of 
such games had been in operation, es- 
pecially designed to entice tho nickels 
and dimes of the children, and he 
thought those should bo stopped. 

Mayor Morley explained that last 
year the chief of police had investi- 
gated all such games and any that 
were dishonest had been closed down. 

The new by-law, an amalgamation of 
the Explosive by-law and the Fire 
Prevention by-law was considered in 
part, but will come up for final con- 
sideration at a subsequent meeting. 
The Revenue by-law was read a third 
time and parsed.

Ship William P. Frye, which reached 
San Francisco 139 days from Balti- 
more with a cargo of 5,100 tons of coal 
consigned to the United States gov- 
ernment, reports that when rounding 
Capo Horn in a gale the huge vessel 
nearly collided with a ship" that sud- 
denly loomed up less than a vessel's 
length away on her "port bow.

It was so dark at tlie 
time that the name of the serailget 
vessel could not bo seen, and there j 
was. no time to hall each other.

DR. O'BRIAN DEAD 

Woll Known Resident of Nanaimo 
Passes Away After Long 
Illness 

Nanaimo, Kept. 23. — Dr. R. S. B. 
O'Brian, one of the best known resi- 
dents of the city, died on Saturday 
morning, and was buried tills after- 
noon. Dr. O'Brlan came to Nanaimo 
In 1883, and has lived here since then, 
being at various times active In con- 
nection Willi civic and provincial 
affairs.

He is survived by a widow 
and three sons, Clarence, Stewart and 
Nigel.

THE FALL FAIR 

This afternoon Ills Honor Lieutenant- 
Governor Dunsmuir will officiate, at the 
formal opening of what there Is the 
[best of reasons for supposing will 
prove by long odds tho most success- 
ful exhibition ever held under the aus- 
pices of the Victoria Agricultural as- 
sociation. We arc told on tho author- 
ity of Secretary Smart and the board 
of management that never before In 
the history of the organization has so 
much wide-spread interest been shown 
in the event. Tho entries in all class- 
es are more numerous, the programme 
of attractions more excellent than 
ever before, and the outlook for a 
large attendance all that could be 
desired. As there seems every likeli- 
hood that charming weather will prp- 
. vail, it will be seen that the fair opens 
under the most favorable auaplccs. 
Now that the enterprise may be term- 
ed a civic one, Inasmuch us it is 
mainly financed by tho corporation, all 
classes in the community have a spe- 
cial interest in contributing to its 
success by every means in their power. 
■While we have no doubt that the "Fair 
is, In Itself, an attraction which would 
in any event compel patronage on the 
part of citizens, in a peculiar .sense 1 
a duty devolves upon us not to bo 
niggardly in the measure of attention 
wo bestow upon it. As ;i rule, tho 
attendance at the opening day Is not 
what It ought to be. That Is to say, 
the people of Victoria do not turn out 
in as large numbers as they might on 
such a occasion. There is nothing like 
giving an enterprise of this character 
a good start on its career; and wo 
hope, therefore, that tho crowds' pres- 
ent at the opening proceedings this 
afternoon will demonstrate that Vic- 
torians are thoroughly alive to the 
wisdom of contributing In every way 
possible to the success of an event in 
which they are all so' much interested. 



MR. BORDEN'S VISIT. 

Mr. Borden will visit Victoria to- 
morrow. He comes as a political leader, 
as the representative of one of the 
great . parcies in Canada. Naturally 
there will be a great deal of interest 
in what he may have to say when he 
addresses a public meeting. It would 
hardly be courteous for the Colonist 
to suggest to him what he ought to 
talk about, but it is proper to refer to 
some matters to which he might with 
advantage give his attendon while on 
the Pacific Coast. "His transcontin- 
ental tour is doubtless intended as 
much for the purpose of receiving as 
for imparting information. He brings 
with him views formed in tho atmos- 
phere of Parliament, and his apprecia- 
tion of the special questions, which af- 
fect us in this part of Canada, will ne- 
cessarily be somewhat different to that 
of British Columbians rhcmsolves, who 
are daily in touch with them. Possibly 
his may be sounder, for we all know 
that too close a view is apt to distort 
the perspective. Tt would be ex- 
ceedingly interesting if .Mr. Borden 
could see his way clear to express just 
exactly how we may call West- 
ern questions appeal to him, as a 
resident of the Kast, but bis duty as 
a party leader, it seems to us, 1 i< ■ s; at 
this time rather in the direction of the 
study of those questions than of mak- 
ing definite pronouncements upon 
them. British Columbia is in many 
respects exceptional among the sister- 
hood of provinces, which go to make 
up the Dominion. Her vast area, her 
position on tho Pacific seaboard, the 
general character of the country, the 
distance which separates the province 
from the United Kingdom and Eastern 
Canada, the need of labor, the heavy 
relative contributions of the people to 
the Dominion exchequer, the pressure 
of Oriental Immigration, — these things 
go to make up a complex problem, 
which Mr. Borden may Ceel more like 
investigating than dealing with in a 
definite way. 

Among these questions is that of the 
development of the country by rail- 
ways. Mr. Borden has doubtless 
heard a good deal in the East about 
Llio time having arrived when there 
should he an end of subsidy-giving 
To British Columbians it has seemed 
noteworthy that this opinion has only 
toecn .reached after the East has been 
well provided with railways. He 
will realize that a province of such 
Imperial dimensions as ours needs 
transportation facilities, if its vast 
potentialities are to be utilized. If 
Die will examine Into the facts he will 
see that wherever development has 
taken place the contributions of the 
pobplo to tho Federal rovenuo have 
been exceptionally lafge, so that it Is a 
profitable Investment from a direct 
financial point of view for the Domin- 
ion to assist In the construction of 
necessary railway lines In this pro- 
vince. In a very few years tho trea- 
sury would be recouped every dollar 
paid in bonuses, and thereaf'tqr en- 
joy a substantial Income from the 
newly opened areas. In other words, 



money Invested In securing the con- 
struction of railways in this provlncc- 
may be rightly regarded as an invest- 
ment at so high a rate of interest that 
the principal will he returned In a 
short time, but the Interest will con- 
tinue Indefinitely. In this connection 
wc would like to direct Mr. Borden's 
attention to a matter to which he may 
not have had occasion to give any 
groat degree of attention. This pro- 
vince gave the Dominion 3,u00,000 
acres of land Ir; ISSt to secure certain 
railway construction. The people of 
British Columbia think that this land, 
or the proceeds of Us sale, ought to be 
expended to secure further railway 
construction in this province. The 
land, as ho is doubtless aware, lies In 
the Peace River valley. If he has 
given this subject his attention and 
can express an opinion upon it, tin: 
people would bo glad to have him do 
so; hut if it is new to him, we hopo 
lie will take it into very serious con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Borden will find the matter of 
Oriental labor one that can hardly be 
dismissed withut very serious inves- 
tigation. So far as the Colonist Is 
concerned, it hardly expects from him 
any final expression of opinion upon 
it. The policy that may he adopted 
In the premises must bo determined 
by the Government, not by the Oppo- 
sition. Therefore we shall expect that 
tho Loader of tho Opposition will lake 
towards this subject the attitude of an 
inquirer rather than that of one, who 
has any definite conclusions to ex- 
press. There can be no room for 
doubt that he wants Canada to remain 
a while man's country, but we do not 
expect him to tell us what ought to h- 
done to make such a result certain. 
There is another phase of the immi- 
gration question to which he can give 
attention with advantage, namely, 
the failure of the Dominion Govern- 
ment so far to adopt any policy, which' 
would enable us to receive some sjiare 
of the large influx of population from 
tho United Kingdom. We draw his 
attention to the fact that this pro- 
vince is wholly ignored In the Immi- 
gration policy of the present adminis- 
tration and to Impress upon him the 
extreme desirability that steps ought 
to be taken whereby a large English- 
speaking population, preferably from 
the United Kingdom, can be attracted 
to tho Pacific Coast of Canada. 

If Mr. Borden feels that he can ex- 
press his views in regard to the long 
delay on the part of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway Company in begin- 
ning construction in this provlncoy ho 
will be dealing with a subject, upon 
Which there is very strong feeling 
here. The people of British Columbia 
were given to understand nt the time 
of the last general election that the 
construction of the part of the railway, 
which will lie in this province, was 
imminent. Tt is quite possible that the 
Very strong opinions expressed on this 
point by Mr., Templeman at that time 
Were unwarranted by the facts upon 
which he relied, but it cannot be de- 
nied that he led the electorate to sup- 
pose that early construction was en- 
sured. Good faith has not been kept 
with the people in this regard. 

Upon tho desirability of purifying 
politics Mr. Borden will find that his 
views are shared by all our. people. 
In our direct Western way of looking 
at things, we have been more than 
disgusted at the spectacle presented 
by public men permitting themselves 
to be mixed up In grace scandals, and 
at the manner In which graft has been 
allowed to permeate the Whole ad- 
ministration. We are accustomed here 
to think about tin.' broader questions 
of our national life, and the effect of 
recent disclosures has been very dis- 
heartening. .Mr. Borden cannot take 
too advanced ground in favor of bet- 
ter politics to suit the wishes of the 
electorate of 'British Columbia. 



world Is so bright as it is in Canada 
at the present moment. Most Import- 
ant indeed, Is the opinion held by so 
competent an authority, that the dis- 
tribution of several hundred millions 
of capital In connection with the great 
railway undertakings to be carried on 
within the next few years, will prevent 
this country feeling any reaction which 
may bo experienced elsewhere. 

Korea is to be permitted to exercise 
"Hobson's choice" In working out its 
national doMiny. Prince Ito, the 
Japanese resident-general In Korea, 
puts the case with ' exquisite frank- 
ness, when he says: "It Is true that 
tho Koreans themselves may prevent 
tho accomplishment of our purpose to 
give them a system of government 
and an army of their own. but tho 
people of Korea and the entire world 
must understand once for all that the 
political supremacy of Japan lit Korea 
is to bo llrmly established. Wc are 
not asking advice from any one re- 
garding the policy. TT the people of 
Korea refuse to accept this fair and 
friendly assistance they will, by their 
own act, write annexation into history, 
for as a nation divided In sentiment 
from Japan Korea cannot stand." 



ALDKRMAN FELL'S PLAN. 

Whatever merits there may be in 
the idea of dealing • ith the water 
supply by a commission, we do not 
think much of Alderman Fell's plan 
of securing onx>. For our own part, 
wo are very much inclined to the idea 
that, when the matter is far, enough 
advanced, It would he wise for tho 
City Council to turn the whole busi- 
ness over to a commission, so as to 
ensure continuity of management and 
rid the work of ward politics.. Put tho 
iilea that tho provincial government, 
the Chief Justice and the property 
owners shall name the commission 
seems to our humble way of thinking 
to savor a little too much of auto- 
cracy. We may concede that the pro- 
vincial government might bo In a posi- 
tion to make a good selection, but 
politics are politics, and we do not 
think the government ought to bo 
asked to accept such a responsibility. 
The Chief Justice Is doubtless a man 
of ability, but Why he should bo 
specially competent to select a com- 
missioner to instal water works we 
are unable to see. Neither .are we 
particularly Impressed with tho right 
or 1 ho ability of the ratepayers to 
name a man. The water supply does 
not concern them any more than it 
does any one else. If It has como to 
this that the citizens of Victoria can- 
not 1>j trusted to manage their own 
affairs, let the fact bo known, and lot 
us ask for a commission to manage 
everything for us, Tho people to gov- 
ern Victoria are tile people who vote 
fur Mayor and Aldermen, and no one 
else.

Stefansson, of Anglo-American 
Expedition Reaches Vic- 
toria Again 



V. Stefansson, ethnologist of the 
Anglo-American Arctic exploration 
expedition which left AMctnra on the 
schooner Duchess of Bedford In May, 
t'906, arrived here again yesterday 
morning, having come from Skagway, 
as a passenger on the steamer Prin- 
cess Royal, and proceeded to Seattle 
by the steamer Chippewa yesterday, 
en route to Kuoxvllle and Boston. Mr. 
Stefansson went by way of the Mac- 
kenzie river, intending to join tlte 
schooner at Herschel island, but the 
vessel did not roach there and after 
many months he learned in April last 
that she was frozen in at IHaxman s 
island. Mr. Lefflngwell had brought 
tho news to Herschel island and Mr. 
Stefansson started over the ice with 
him, with dogs and supplies to Join the 
expedition on board the vessel. Be- 
fore he arrived tho Duchess of Bed: 
ford had been crushed and sunk, and 
ttio company made enrhp in a lioiiHfc 
on the shore. Dr. Hovye was in com- 
mand. 

On March 15 Capt. Hljnar MlkUel- 
sen and Ernest dcK. Lefringwoll. lead- 
ers of the expedition, and Storkcrson. 
the mate, left for the north to endeav- 
or to locate the unknown hind In tin: 
Beaufort sea. Dr. Howe was to have 
gone with the two principals; but 
owing to one of the crew having an at- 
tack of appendicitis, he was obliged 
to remain. But two days after the 
thrco explorers left the Duchess of 
Bedford began to till. She was too 
weak to withstand the expansion .and 
contraction of the ice, and was soon 
wrecked, but not before everything 
had been taken out of her. 

The first trip made by the explor- 
ing party was a failure. They started 
with sixteen' dogs and three sleds, 
containing !)0 days provisions, but 
found the ice impassable northward 
from the camp, and the sleds not 
strong enough. They returned and 
on the second start carried sixty days 
provisions. They went with sixteen 
dogs, and returned with six, tiie others 
having became ice mad and died, and 
they had only two days provisions. 
For a week- they were in serious dan- 
ger, owing to the ice drifting to tho 
northwest faster than they could tra- 
vel. Leaving Flaxman island, the three 
traveled westward now and then mak- 
ing attempts to work northward, but 
not until they reached Midway island, 
near Colville river, did they get Ice 
that would allow of working north; 
it was from :!0 to 50 degrees below 
zero, but notwithstanding the ex- 
treme cold there wen- open lanes of 
water, and they had to wait until 
these became frozen. 

Capt. Mikkelsen' contrived an ingen- 
ious boat with which some of these 
were crossed. A tarpaulin was placed 
on the snow, a sled placed in it and 
the corners of the tarpaulin ('aught up 
and tied about the sled. A boat which 
was used to cross narrow lanc3 of 
open water was thus contrived. 
Beaufort Sen Exploration 

The expedition resulted in showing 
that the Beaufort sea instead of being 
Shallow and containing a large area 
of land as geographers had believed, 
was in reality a deep b/isin. Sound- 
ings were made from the start. Fifty 
miles north from Midway island the 
bottom deepened suddenly showing that 
the edge of the continental shelf had 
been crossed. Within two or three' 
miles the soundings showed a great 
depth, deepening from 100 metres to 
C'10, metres and no bottom. This dis- 
tance was tho extreme possible to be 
reached with the sounding apparatus. 
Tho party journeyed on northward, 
however, until a point 71V20 north,' and 
approximately on the 149th meridian, 
was readied. 

Tracks of Arctic fox and polar bear 
were found to that distance, and largo 
numbers of hair seals were seen. 
These were so abundant and so tamo 
that the party, if food had become 
scarce, could have lived upon them, 
Some were killed and eaten. It way 
not necessary to kill any of the dogs 
though some died. Their flesh was 
not necessary for food. Beaching 70:20 
the ice was found so badly broken 
that it was found impossible to travel 
moro than a mile or two before re- 
course had to be had to Captain Mik- 
kclson's oddly contrived boat. They 
were unable to make scarcely any 
progress, and as it was shown that 
the edge of the continental shaft had 
been passed and proving definitely 
that no la ml existed in the Beaufort 
sea thoy decided to return. 

Ethnological Discoveries 

Several ethnological discoveries 
wero made, of which Mr. Stefansson 
did not caro to go in^o detail. He says 
that, in excavations made by him at 
Flaxman's Island ho dug up lip orna- 
ments that had been worn by women 
in tho centre of the lower lip. On be- 
ing shown theso old Eskimo stated 
they had heard traditions that such 
had been worn, but had not believed 
thom. The lip ornaments worn by 
natives at the present time consist of 
a button at either side of the lower 
part of tho corners of tho mouth. Mr. 
Stefansson Is of the opinion, .although 
It has been shown that in early days a 
trade route existed from the Mongol 
ami Tartar countries, as many 
Eskimo used Tartar pipes that ob- 
viously had been brought across from 



Siberia, that the Eskimo people went 
north from tho Hudnon Buy district 
and migrated east and west, some to 
tho Canadian una Alaskan Arctic and 
the islands of the north and some to 
Greenland and vicinity. 

Some notable finds of copper are 
reported to llilvct been made by Es- 
kimo on Prince Albert land. Mr. Stef- 
ansson says there is no doubt about 
theso finds, which were reported by 
Captain Klinktnberg, a whaler. Tho 
new people, which Captain Klinkin- 
berg claimed to have discovered, how- 
ever, wei'o In reality Eskimo tribes 
which had lived in that vicinity and 
had been visited before by explorers. 
Among them was a woman who re- 
membered tho coming of Colllnson and 
MoOlure, whose ship. Investigator, 
was lost In the Arctic. She recollected 
the arrival In 1854, when she was still 
a girl, and talked of their visit. 
Geological Find 

An Interesting goologicnl find made 
by the explorers was that the Islands 
of the outer Arctic barrier lying off j 
the northern mainland had a strata 
of ice upon which was another strata 
of earth.- There Is a bed of earth, 
and between this and the broad strata 
of earth Is a layer of ice which varies 
from two or three foot to right or JO 
fe'ot In thickness. How this ice came 
between the layers of earth is not 
k h o wn. 

Schooner Sunk By Ice. 

Mr. Stefansson, speaking of his ex- 
perience, said he arrived at Herschel 
Island on August 10, but did not find 
tho schooner Duchess of Bedford. The 
sloop Gjoa with Roald Amundsen and 
eleven whalers on board, was there, 
however, A picket of £our members 
of Royal Northwest Mounted Police 
was there, with Inspector Jarvls, who 
served in the South African war, and 
who was formerly stationed tit Daw- 
son, in charge. Mr. Harrison, a Brit- 
ish geographer, who was working in 
the Arctic, was also there. There 
worn about 100 Eskimos on tho Island. 
On ids arrival he found that there wan 
a scarcity of provisions. Mr. Harri- 
son offered to share what ho had with 
him, but as be had not much more 
than la- needed himself, Mr. Stefans- 
son declined to accept any. arid ut the 
end of August, after waiting in vain 
for tho arrival of the Duchess of, 
Bedford, started eastward In a whale j 
boat with' an Eskimo to visit the Eski- 
mo villages between Shingle point and 
Cape Brown, where lie lived with and 
as the Esklm'os. His food consisted 
of fish and whale meat, with occa- 
sionally some polar bear moat. The 
Eskimo were good hunters, well sup- 
plied with good rifles, which they know 
how to use. 

Character of Eskimos. 

The natives, though unchristianlzed, 
were pleasant people to live with, 
seemingly always In good humor, and 
their family life was perfect. During; 
Ids stay among them he had never 
seen a quarrel between man and wife, 
and never saw a child punished. Cases 
of theft were unheard of. The parti- 
ally civilized Eskimo, however, differed 
from these people, for they have ac- 
cumulated many vices from the white 
men With whom [hoy have come in 
contact. lie had boon led to believe 
the Eskimo houses were filthy and 
evil-smelling, but found this was not 
the case. They were built in round 
shape of driftwood or sod. There was 
a ventilating chimney at the top, al- 
yays kept open. Oil lamps made of i 
stone or wood were \ usually used for ' 
heating purposes. Tlte clothing which 
explorers wore advised to wear, and 
which was secured from Norway at 
great expense, was found useless, and 
he used, like the others of the explor- 
ing party, Eskimo clothing. This 
consisted of underwear of deerskin or 
muskrat with hair turned inward with 
a heavier suit of deerskin with the 
half outward wnfn on top of this. The 
Eskimos were communists for the most 
part, and food, etc., was held in com- 
mon, an orphan child being as well 
cared for as that of the richest man 
of the tribe. 

Arrives at Flaxman. 

In January Mr. Stetansson spent two 
weeks with Mr. Harrison, who was 
living on the Eskimo lakes, east of the 
Mackenzie, and afterwards went to 
Herschel island, toward the end of 
February. On arrival he learned 
that Mr. Lefflngwell had arrived there 
shortly before with news that the 
Duchess of Bedford was frozen near 
Flaxman Island, In a place compara- 
tively well sheltered- He returned 
to the Mackenzie, secured a dog team 
and supplies and started for the ves- 
sel, to And that she had been crushed 
and sunk before he arrived. For throe 
weeks Dr. Howe and the members of 
the crew, excepting Mikkelsen, Lef- 
flngwell and Storkersen, who had 
started on a journey over the ice, 
were living in a camp made on shore. 
He did not remain long at the camp, 
but went back to Herschel Island and 
Mackenzie river to got the. mall. When 
he returned to the camp the ice party- 
had returned and recounted their 
experiences as reported above. The 
sleds used by tho party, the so-called 
Nansen tyue, were found too frail. 

It is probable that another journey 
over the ice will be made next sum- 
mer along the meridian which forms 
the boundary between Canada and 
Alaska. 

Hurried Out With News. 
Following tho return of the ice party 
after recuperating, Mr. Lefflngwell 
went into the Rockies, south of Flax- 
man island, to engage in geological 
work. Ho is spending the summer 
there. When boat navigation opened 
in July Mikkelson, gtorkerson, Dr. 
Howe and himself, journeyed west- 
ward along die coast to the Colville 
river in two boats, but wero obliged to 
return owing to an accident to Mate 
Storkersen, who shot himself in the 
foot witli a, rifle, Stefansson remain- 
ed, however, while the others went 
back, and he continued his ethnologi- 
cal work until July ^G, when the steam 
whaler Belvedere arrived; and tic 
went on board the vessel and took pas- 
sage to Herschel island, arriving July 
28. Mikkelsen arrived a few-days later, 
and from Inspector Jarvls they learned 
that a, report had been sent out that 
Mikkelsen, Lefflngwell and Storkersen 
had been lost. This news disturbed 
Capt. Mikkelson, and Stefansson 
agreed to go out witli despatches, 
leaving Herschel Island by boat at 
twelve hours' notice." He went down 
the Peel, and Porcupine and across ^o 
the Yukon, taking passage on a river 
steamer at Eagle City. He had an 
arduous trip, but suffered no priva- 
tions. . 

Tho first despatches sent were to 
the London Daily Mail and geographi- 
cal societies, the explorers having 
made a contract with the British 
newspaper. 

Mr. Stefansson went to Seattle last 
night on the steamer Princess Vic- 
toria en route to Knoxville and Bos- 
ton, where he was formcerly a reporter 
on the Boston Transcript, before 
ho became a professor of ethn- 
logy at Harvard. He Intends to 
go north on a whaler in the spring to 
rejoin tho exploring party. He does 
not know, whether Capt. Mikkelsen 
and Mr. Lefflngwell will como out next 
summer, but believes they may.

While In Montreal Mr. Stewart 
beard that tho Grand Trunk Pacific 
will shortly award a contract for -'»n 
miles of tho main lino west of Ed- 
monton. This will bring the work to 
a point 70 miles cast of the Yellow- 
head pass in the Rockies. It was also 
stated in Montreal that next spring 
will see the contract awarded for tho 
five or six hundred mile gap between 
Hazelton and the Vellowhead pass. 

"The work of construction is ]».-o- 
gressing satisfactorily," said Mr. 
Stewart. "With a force of between 
200 and 300 men we are now busy 
grading tho 10 mile section from Kltl- 
rnat summit to Kltselas canyon, where 
the Copper river Joins the Skeena. The 
rock work thero Is the heaviest on the 
entire ISO mile branch extending from 
Kltimat Arm to Hazelton. Enormous 
quantities of explosives will have to 
be used in securing the proper grade. 
In addition, wo are building a wagon 
road from Kitimat to the canyon, a 
distance of 45 miles. Tho right of way 
between these points is now being 
cleared. 



Prospectors Well Plonsod With Pro- 
gress of Work in Hand by the 
• Provincial Government 

Port Essington, B. C, Sept. 23. — 
Prospectors and others returning from 
up-river say the government trail in 
from Copper river to tho Bulkley is 
progressing in a manner satisfactory 
not only to tho contractor, G. Little, 
but to all tho residents of that section 
who have cause to use the same. Some 
IB men are engaged cutting a right of 
way and seven miles have been put 
In completed stage. It is expected tho 
remaining 20 miles will be completed

Vernon, Sept. 23.— The constant 
growth of this city has caused a se- 
vere drain on the gravity water sys- 
tem of late, as most residences hero 
are fully equipped with sanitary 
plumbing, the consumption being con- 
sequently very high, especially as the 
citizens take exceptional pride' in their 
lawns and shrubbery, using the clcy 
water freely for sprinkling. 

In order to give all parts of tho city 
a constant high pressure and to main- 
tain an efficient tiro protection at all 
times, the progresslvo city council lias 
just installed, under superintendence 
of Water Commissioner .1.

"We plan to rush the work in the 
north with all possible speed. This 
moans that wo shall need thousands 
of men at standard railway wages. No 
man need bo bile. Mr. Harstone, a 
representative of the firm, will also 
engage men in Vancouver. 

"I wish it understood that wo shall 
follow our invariable practice of en- 
gaging white labor exclusively. Wo 
have no room for Hindus or other 
Orientals," added Mr. Stewart with 
emphasis.

That the Chinese barred from the 
city schools by the recent decision of 
the school board do not propose to ac- 
cept the ruling of the latter body with- 
out first carrying the matter Into the 
courts to ascertain Just what their 
rights are, wns shown yesterday at a 
mooting of the board, when the trus- 
tees were notified by tho chairman of 
the board that a writ of summons has 
been issued by tho Arm of Peters & 
Wilson and served upon Frank II. 
Eaton .superintendent of schools for 
tho city of Victoria, and the board of 
school .trustees of this city on behalf 
of Doe Wing, an Infant, by Lee Deong, 
"Ills next friend." 

Tho writ requires the superintendent 
and tho .school board to cause an ap 
poarance to bo entered for them with 
in eight days of service, before Chief 
Justice Gordon Hunter. 

The writ sets forth that "the plain- 
tiff's claim is for a declaration that 
he, being between the ages of six and 
sixteen, and resident in the city of 
Victoria, Is entitled to he provided by 
the defendants with school accommo- 
dation and tuition in the public schools 
of the city of Victoria free of charge. 
And for a mandamus to compel the de- 
fendants to provide such school ac- 
commodation and tuition free of charge 
and to issue a permit authorizing the 
plaintiff's, attendance at t ho public 
schools of the city of Victoria and for 
other relief and costs." 

This action of the Chinese was fore- 
casted at a. recent meeting of tho 
school hoard, when Fred Peters, K.C., 
appeared on behalf of the Chinese, 
who had been refused admittance co 
the schools, and stated that while lie 
thought tho matter could be amicably 
arranged, still, if the board maintain- 
ed Its stand, his clients would seek 
redress in (he courts. 

At that meeting the members of the 
board, after hearing Sir. Peters, de- 
clined to alter their stand, but deter- 
mined to adhere to the decision arrived 
at at a. previous meeting, that per- 
mits will be refused Chinese who are 
deslrldus of attending the public 
schools on the ground that they are 
unable to speak English and are not 
amenable to school discipline and can- 
not take the usual school courses of 
study. 

This action on the part of tho Chin- 
ese was not unexpected by the school 
trustees. The chairman of the board 
nt yesterday's meeting stated that he 
had taken up the matter with the 
attorney-general's department and that 
the latter Would defend the action oh 
behalf of the board.

Fuel Handlers Oppose Company's Plan 
to Deliver Wood and Coal at ' 
Russell Station 



Some of the Cuel dealers of tho city 
are up in arms against a proposal of 
the E. & N. railway to make deliveries 
of wood and coal at Russell's station, 
instead of bringing them into tho de- 
pot, as heretofore. Tho dealers say 
that if it is done the, extra haul from 
Russell's station will eat up all their 
profits, and that to get even they will 
have to raise the charge to the pub- 
lic $1 a load. It is understood that 
steps are being taken to have tho mat-, 
tor brought before tho attention of 
the board of trade. 
• It would appear, however, that the 
dealers are crying before they are 
hurt from Superintendent Goodfel- 
low's account of the situation. When 
seen by a Colonist reporter yesterday 
lie said: 

"We have not delivered any wood 
at Russell's station except a little to 
Mr. Painter, who has a yard there, in 
the ordinary way of business. The 
facts are that our yards are so con- 
gested Willi merchandise that in or- 
der to mako prompt and regular de- 
livery of cordwood and fuel wo sug- 
gested to some of the dealers that they 
take delivery at Russell's station, in- 
stead of at the city yards. In thia way 
they would get their shipments on 
time. As it Ls wo are so crowded with 
merchandise and valuable freight that 
tho cordwood lias more or less to take 
its chances. The dealers, however, 
said they could not affor<l to haul the 
wood an extra mile, and there the 
matter stands. The suggestion wns 
made in their Interests, and in Doint 
of fact no change bus been made In 
the matter of coal deliveries."

The proposed change In the plans of 
the new Victoria West school was dis- 
cussed at a special meeting of the 
school board held yesterday afternoon. 
While is was shown that tho cutting 
down of the original plana would re- 
sult in a building, the cost of which 
would come within the amount at the 
disposal of tho board, the oplnion~Tfi! 
the trustees was that the change! 
Would result in a building that would 
not by any means bo a success from an 
architectural standpoint. 1 , w'.iile the 
cutting down process would result in 
a disarrangements of some of the ori- 
ginal features which would bo dilll- 
cult of satisfactorily correcting. 

The necessity of making alterations 
In the original plans was forced upon 
the board by reason of the cost. The 
lowest of live tenders received was 
several thousand dollars higher thali 
the amount at the disposal of the 
board, $30,000. To cbme within tills 
figure, the architect, VV. Ridgeway- 
Wilson, after the matter had been 
threshed out by the building and 
grounds committee, proposed to cut off 
the south wing of tho building ns 
shown on the first plans, This would 
result in leaving four large and twd 
small class rooms and a largo audi- 
torium on the top floor, which could 
be utilized for classrooms if required. 
The change would require no altera- 
tion of the plans otherwise, and the 
building would still be fully complete 
as far us all conveniences went, but 
tho entrance to the lavatories woudt 
have to bo from the outside. The 
lopping off of the wing would moan 
the doing away with four classrooms, 
cloakroom ami covered playground. 
Tho change would also result in the 
heating expenses being reduced onc- 
tlfth, about $1,000. 

After considerable discussion, the 
board came to tiie conclusion that the 
change was not satisfactory, that the 
building would be anything but a 
credit in appearance, though It was 
pointed out that the blank wall which 
would be put in if the wing wero re- 
moved would not be seen, as that end 
of the building would bo screened by 
trees, and sometime in the future 
when conditions warranted it, the wing 
could be added, making the building 
complete In accordance with the ori- 
ginal plans. 

It was finally decided to have the 
architect prepare a rough plan of a 
scool building, square In shape, cap- 
able of evtenslon, and ono which will 
como within the amount at the dis- 
posal of the board. The matter will 
again come up at a special meeting to 
bo held tomorrow afternoon.

OAK BAY PROPERTY 



Seattle Real Estate Doaler Buys Land 
Overlooking the Straits for 
Residence 



An Important real estate deal has 
just been consummated at Oak Bay 
whereby Charles Cowon, of Seattle, 
acquired a corner- on the Dallus road 
and Mount Baker avenue for $10,600. 
These lots face Oak Bay just across 
tho road from the Oak Bay hotel 
grounds, are level and afford an un- 
obstructed view of the straits. The 
ground is slightly Irregular in shape 
arid averages about 310 feet in width 
by, 273 feet in depth. Mr. Cowan in- 
tends budding a .summer homo on tho 
property, and before leaving for Seat- 
tle arranged for the property to bo 
cleared up and fenced in. 

Speaking of his purchase Mr. Cowan 
said that if such a location for a 
homo were obtainable in Seattle, which 
it was not, It would bo considered 
cheap at $100,000. .Tames Young, of 
New York, who was with Mr. Cowen, 
also tried to pick up a similar piece 
of ground, but in tho short time they 
were here ho did not succeed in get- 
ting Just what ho wanted. He will 
probably return here to have another 
look round. Both ho and Mr. Cowen 
wore enchanted with the surroundings 
of Victoria, and were emphatic in 
stating that It is the place of all 
places for a home. 

Mr. Cowen is an Englishman, and 
though he has not been in Seattle 
very long Is recognised as one of the 
prominent real estate operators of that 
| city. His specialty is high class resi- 
dence subdivisions, and ho is reputed 
to have made a good deal of money in 
j that way. He has operated mainly in 
I the university section of the PUg'et 
j Sound city, where he has put several 
I additions on the market, and also 
| donated a tract of land to the city for 
I park purposes. He was associated 
With .lames A. Moore in putting 
Moore's University park addition on 
the market. This tract adjoins the 
stato university overlooking part of 
Lake Washington, and Is .120 acres in 
extent. It was sold off in an extra- 
ordinarily short time, and is consid- 
ered to have been one of the most 
successful pieces of real estate mani-. 
pulation in the recent history of Seat- 
tle. Mr. Cowen made his Oak Bay 
purchase for a home, and not as it 
speculation. He is emphatically a 
mjan who knows exactly what be is 
getting when he buys real estate, and 
his purchase may bo expected to. bo 
the precursor of others.

Every girl who accepts 
a wage for a day's work which is not 
sufficient to support her without aid 
from her own home people* should 
consider whether or not she Is helping 
to make it impossible for the girl who 
is away from home, entirely on her 
own resources, to live at all." 

This is a matter with which the 
mothers of homes have much to do. 
It. is often imperative that in order 
to help her parents support the young- 
er members of her family a daughter 
shall take a situation for what she can 
get. Every little helps we say, but 
where this is not necessary, it should 
not be done.

A greasy collar always 1 makes a 
coat look horribly, shabby. Clean It 
with a piece of flannel dipped in am- 
onla. 

To mend tin place a piece of stiff 
brown paper across the hole, by means 
of cold waste paste. Pour boiling 
water into the pan and allow to stand 
awhile. The pan can bo washed in 
hot or cold water.

Have a skillet very hot and molt In 
It enough butter to just cover the 
bottom of the pan. Beat four or live 
eggs very light, whiles and yolks sep- 
arately, add two t'easiJoonsfuls of 
sugar to the yolks and a teaspoonful 
of water for each egg used. Whisk 
tho beaten whites into the yolks and 
pour into the hot pan.

Spread quickly 
with quince, raspberry, currant jam, 
or apricot marmalade, fold over and 
slip on a hot platter. Servo at once.

There is not an empty stall at the 
exhibition grounds, and tlio ^ horse 
races, which commence tomorrow, 
should be the finest ever witnessed in 
this section. Yesterday afternoon 
there were close onto sixty gallopers 
quartered at the grounds, and last 
night sixteen more came In on the 
Charmer from Vancouver, from where 
33 arrived on Sunday night. This 
morning nearly a score of horses will 
come over from the Meadows track at 
Seattle. Extra accommodation had to 
be provided for the horsemen yester- 
day, and it is likely that additional 
stalls w'lll have to be erected today. 
Never before were there so many good 
fa3t race horses in Victoria, and the 
race meeting in connection w^th the 
provincial exhibition this year should 
go down in the records as the finest 
ever. 

The track', is 'in grand condition. 
Much attention has been paid to it 
since the spring meeting, and those 
horsemen who have had an opportunity 
of looking over it claim that it is 
easily the fastest half-mile track on 
the Pacific coast. • Certainly there is 
none in Western Canada to equal it. 

The entries for the harness events 
during the fair will close at noon to- 
day. The races for tho gallopers are 
all over-night events, closing each 
evening so that the entries for to-mor- 
row's card will not be announced till 
tomorrow morning! Every event .should 
nil well, however. The card is an at- 
tractive one for opening day. There 
is one harness race, a $500 purse for 
2.40 trotters and 2.45 pacers. There 
are a number of harness performers at 
the track eligible for this event, and 
there should be a good entry list. Tho 
running raceS. begin with the Flash 
purse at three (furlongs. As its name 
would indicate the distance makes the 
race a mere flash. Then there is tho 
Ladies' Purse at seven furlongs for 
horses that prefer a longer distance, 
and the Directors' purse at half a mile 
for sprinters. These threo events will 
have at least seven starters apiece, 
and probably more, and the public will 
have some guessing calling tho win- 
ners. The race programme closes with 
a Farmers* race at a mile, in which 
farmers or farmers' sons must rfdo 
This is always a popular race. 

The Agricultural association expects 
to have 11. L. Borden, the leader of the 
Conservative • party, jin -t he Dominion, 
present tomorrow to open tho race 
meeting. Mr. Borden arrives in the 
city in the morning, and an invitation 
has been extended him to visit the 
track in the afternoon and- formally 
declaro it open.

The friends of Squires 
are relying on his ability as a boxer 
to bring home tho victory in his match 
with Sullivan. The latter, however, 
is a shifty boxer and has always been 
able to take care of himself in the 
past. 

Gans is to get ?S,00O, win, lose or 
draw, with Memsic ' taking a leaf out 
of Tommy Burns' book. In the last 
two years Gans has made nearly $50,- 
000, "the bulk of which he lias safely 
invested In Baltimore. The ambi- 
tion of Gans' life ten years ago was to 
have an assured .Income of $60 per 
month. He lias outgrown that ambi- 
tion, and with careful attention to his 
interests he will have a competency 
for life. He knows the prestige which 
tho championship carries with it and 
ho wants to settle down at liis Balti- 
more hotel with the title. 

A despatch from Los Angeles says: 
The betting public received a little 
food for thought when the news was 
peddled up and down tho Rialto that 
Joe Gans had injured his left hand, 
and, as a consequence, would have to 
cut out his training work for a few- 
days. Investigation proves that ev- 
erything is lovely in the Gans strong- 
hold, Joe fired Eddie Chambers be- 
cause he did not consider boxing as 
tt' necessity to his daily training work, 
but he continued to box with "Bubbles" 
Robinson for several days, as he was 
Interested in the local colored boy and 
was teaching him a few tricks of tho 
trade.: When it came tlmo to drop 
boxing with Robinson, Gans was evi- 
dently smart enough not to deny tho 
rumors that ho had hurt one of his 
hands.

— Sir Thomas 
LIpton's challenge for the America's 
cup reached here today, and the mem- 
bers of the New York Yacht Club are 
waiting with keen interest the meeting 
on Wednesday when t lie challenge 
will be formally considered. It was 
said thai no intimation of the con- 
tents of Sir Thomas's communication 
would likely be divulged until after 
the meeting. It is said, however, by 
club members that Sir Thomas wants 
to competo for the cup with a sloop 
75 feet on the water-line and tho pre- 
sent racing rules of the club to gov- 
ern. With a 75-foot water-line the 
Irish challenger would spread some- 
thing under seven thousand feet 
square of canvas. 

That Sir Thomas has not challenged 
under the old racing rules under 
which Reliance, Columbia and Sham- 
rocks were built, Is certain, for Wil- 
liam Fife the English designer who 
has drawn plans for Sir Thomas's 
challenger, informed an interviewer 
while here at a recent meeting, that 
England would never contest for the 
America's cup under the old rule, 
whose conditions made it Impossible 
any chance of success for the chal- 
lenger. Those members of the club 
who have been active in cup matters 
In the past declare tho race for the 
America's cup should be a contest for 
the fastest yachts that can he built 
and that tho only condition Imposed 
should be that the water-line lengths 
should not exceed ninety feet. If the 
contest is sailed under the now rules 
several prominent yachtsmen this 
morning declared will build boats to 
compete for the honor of defending 
the cup.

Spoke H, M, S, Shearwater 
and Brings News of Seal- 
ing Fleet 

CATCH LOWEST ON RECORD 



Steamer Caledonia to Run on 
Skeena — Other Steamers • 
Wrecked 



The steamer Princess' Royal, Cap- 
lain Hughes, from Skagway and way 
ports; wiih 242 passengers, brought 
news that the Victoria sealing fleet 
has made a poor catch this season, one 
ft' tlio lowest on record owing to bad 
Weather, which prevailed during the 
■whole of August and the early part 
of September in the northern sea. H. 
31. s. Shearwater, which went from 
Esquimau to engage In the annual 
Bering sea patrol as the British rep- 
resentative in the fleet engaged in 
that work, was met at Skagway, 
where the warship arrived on Septem- 
ber 16 from the scene of her duties. 
She was to remain for about 10 days 
or two weeks there, and Captain All- 
febqd and some of the ollicers had 
•started on a hunting trip. Mrs. All- 
good went from Victoria as a pas- 
senger on the Princess Boyal and 
joined her husband at Skagway. The 
Shearwater is expected to reach Es- 
quimau about three weeks hence. 

Officers of the Shearwater reported 
they had not boarded many vessels 
this season, and had no specific 
catches to report. They learned, how- 
over, that the catches on the majority 
of the vessels were much lower than 
in previous years, this being no doubt 
due to 'the heavy weather which had 
prevailed. Other than the loss of a 
boat's crew with three men from the 
schooner Ida Ttta early In -August, 
when that vessel was off trie north- 
west of the Prlbyiofi islands In com- 
pany with the schooner Victoria and 
some Japanese vessels, no accident.-; 
were reported, and none of tho vessels 
had been seized. As reported, there 
were more Japanese vessels than ever 
heforo in Bering sen, and three of 
these had been seized by United States 
revenue cutters. 

Is'eivs was also brought by tho Prin- 
cess Koyal that the old Hudson Bay 
river steamer Caledonia, which for 
five years had been tied up nt Port 
Simpson and had lately been acquired 
by a northern syndicate, was to have 
started service on Saturday last, 
shortly after the Princess Royal left 
the Skeena. Mr. Richardson, boiler in- 
spector who was a passenger from tho 
nfiorth on the Princess Royal, gave 
the old steamer her Inspection and 
passed her satisfactorily. It had been 
intended to use to Caledonia on a run 
between Prince Rupert and the lower 
Skeena ports, but owing to the wreck 
of tho river fleet, which left the Skee- 
na without a steamer service, it was 
decided to run the Caledonia up-river 
as far at Kitselass canyon in order 
that as much as possible of the accu- 
mulated freight left at Port Es3ington 
should be taken un the river. There 
was over 500 tons of provisions alone, 
■and at Port Essington it was stated 
that those living in the interior would 
be left without sufficient supplies for 
the winter unless this was taken to 
Hazelton. Many would have to come 
out for food. It was expected the Cal- 
edonia would be able to carry niUCii of 
the freight to Kitselass canyon, from 
where it was to be taken to Its des- 
tination In canoes. 

Among those who arrived on the 
Princess Royal were about CO passen- 
gers from the Upper Skeena, including 
several who were on the river steam- 
ers Hazelton and Northwest when 
they were wrecked. The former 
steamer, which struck- a rock in Oliv- 
er's riffle, had been brought to a bar 
a short distance down the river and 
put ashore there. She was lying with 
her bow held on tho shore hi an eddy 
with quiet water and efforts wore be- 
ing made by Captain Bucoy and his 
crew to effect temporary repairs. The 
hull was hogged considerably, the aft- 
er part being broken. The Northwest 
was a complete wreck when tho ar- 
rivals on the Princess Royal left the 
Skeena, being broken in several places. 
The bow and stern were twisted In 
opposite directions at right angles 
from the other parts of the hull. The 
bulk of the cargo, other than that 
taken by the Indians, had been saved. 

Must of those who came from the 
XJpper Skeena lrjade the trip down riv- 
er in canoes, among them being Harry 
Howson of this city, who is interested 
in several mines which have been shut 
down for the winter. Concerning the 
recent drowning in tho Skeena Mr. 
Howson says the wrecked canoe, 
which carried a party of nine and was 



heavily freighted, struck a rock and the 
stern swung around and tho cunoe 
overturned, four of the passengers be- 
ing drowned. The victims were James 
Munro, manager of the Kildaro Hy- 
draulic Mining company of Victoria; 
Edward Williams of Esquimau, who 
was employed by. the mining com- 
panv; James Dibble, a prospector, who 
had sold a mine for $10,000 to a Spo- 
kane man, and Arthur Nelson, aA In- 
dian, who was In charge of the canoe. 
Edgar Holing of Spokane was rescued 
in an unconscious condition and re- 
covered, and four others who clung to 
the wrecked canoe were rescued by 
men in another canoe. 

Indians have been making a har- 
vest with their canoes on the Skeena 
since the river steamers were all 
wrecked, and there were still a largo 
number at the headwaters of tho river 
seeking transportation down strum. 

LIBELS^STEAMER ALASKAN 

R. Dunsmuii* Sons Company Wants 
$12,000 For Loss of Richard III 

R. Dunsmuir Sons Company has in- 
stituted libel proceedings in the Unit- 
ed States District court at Seattle 
against the steamer Alaskan to re- 
cover tho sum of $12,000 claimed to 
be duo because of negligence in aban- 
doning the company's barge Richard 
III. while the barge was being towed 
from Ketchikan to Niblack, Alaska. 
The complainant says the' steamer 
cut loose from tho barge in Clarence 
strait and the barge was a total loss. 

The Richard III. was operated from 
Victoria and carried coal north to 
Treadwell Island, bringing concen- 
trates south for tho Tacoma smelter. 
The steamer Alaskan, which was 
libeled, was formerly the steam 
schooner Mischief of this port. 



DESIGNER RETURNS 

W. J. Stephen Back From Vancouver 
After Superintending New Tug 

W. J. Stephen, the well-known local 
boat builder and designer, has return- 
ed to Vancouver, where he went to 
/superintend the construction of the 
new tug Dola, built for Marpole & 
Macdonald, of Vancouver, from de- 
signs prepared by him. The Dola. of 
which Capt. A. Christertsen has taken 
command, is a vessel with line lines 
built under Lloyd's inspection to 
Lloyd's highest class, under inspection 
of T. G. Mitchell, Lloyd's surveyor, 
and she will he used to tow the coal 
barges of the Vancouver firm between 
the Island mines and Vancouver. Mr. 
Stephen designed the tug Czar, whose 
lines have been much admired, and 
the new vessel Is larger and with 
liner lines than the local vessel. 



ON THE SPOKANE 



Young Deck Hand is Victim of 
Terrible Accident on 
Steamer 



When the steamer Spokane, which 
left tho outer dock on Sunday night 
for San Francisco, arrived here offi- 
cers reported that a tragedy had oc- 
curred on board as the steamer was 
Hearing Port Townsend on her way 
from Seattle to this port. Arthur 
Peterson, 17 years old, a deck 'hand on 
the Spokane, was instantly killed 
while off Narrowstone point. 

While employed in colling a rope, a 
sudden turning of the rudder head 

| struck the lad, drawing his head 
against framework of the deck. The 

I skull was crashed to a shapeless mass. 
Peterson had been 'employed but a 

| few weeks by the Pacific Coast Steam- 

I ship Company. It is said by his com- 
panions that his service was for the 
purpose of securing money to attend 
college in California during the com- 
ing winter, and that the present voy- 
age was to have been his last. 

Parents of tho boy reside In San 
Francisco, the father being a contrac- 
tor, located at 2846 Twenty-second 
street. Coroner Lockhurt Investigated 
tho caso immediately with tho arrival 
of the steamer at Port Townsend, 
which was within a half hour follow- 
ing tho accident. Ills inspection 
brought out no facts that warranted 
holding an inquest. The steamer was 
permitted to continue on the voyage 
after witnesses of tho tragedy had 
been questioned. The remains were 
debarked at Port Townsend and wdll 
be prepared for shipment to . San 
Francisco at tho direction of Captain 
E. S. Cousins, master of the Spokane.

PRINCESS DELAYED 

Defective Brass Causes Liner to Lay 
Ovor for Ono Trip. 

A defective brass pin resulted in 
the steamer Princess Victoria being 
hold over yesterday morning, instead 
of making her usual trip to Vancouver. 
The steamer was running a trifle slow 
In' comparison with Iier usual good 
record on tho arduous run on Sunday, 
and on her arrival yesterday morning 
from Seattle was held over to allow 
the engines to cool and the new brass 
to bo put in replacing the defective 
one. The steamer was stopped on her 
way to and from Vancouver on Sun- 
day owing to the hot bearing caused 
by the defective brass, Sho brought 
a large amount of cattle, horses and 
freight for the exhibition, arriving at 
8 p. m. She left for Seattle at. 10 
p. m., and on her return was tied up, 
the Charmer going to Vancouver in 
her stead. The steamer Princess 
Royal, from Skagway, took the Char- 
mer's run at 1 p. m. yesterday, and 
will arrive on tho Charmer's usual 
time this morning. 

The Princess Victoria resumed "aer 
servco last night, leaving at fi : 30 p. 
m. for Seattle.

STEAMER TELLUS 
IS TOTAL WRECK 



Steamer Hornelen Arrived Yes- 
terday Morning and Re-^ 
ported Loss 



Tho steamer Hornelen, which reach- 
ed port 1 yesterday morning from San 
Francisco on her way to Vancouver 
to load coal, reported passing the 
steamer Tellus ashore, and probably 
totally lost, oft North Spit, at the en- 
trance to Cray's harbor, with four tugs 
standing by. The Hornelen was stop- 
ped off tho scene of tho wreck on 
Saturday afternoon. Soon afterward, 
the heavy surge beating in upon the 
stranded Norwegian vessel broke her 
in two, and at last reports sao wa 
going to pieces. 

The Tollus was bound from Nanal- 
1110, where she loaded coal for Port- 
land, and was to load there for China, 
her. time charter to the Western Fuel 
company having recently expired. Capt. 
Berg, who replaced Capt. Arntzen on 
the Tellus some time ago, said the loss 
of the. vessel was due to a buoy be- 
ing out of place. This buoy is adrift 
and has been out of place for several 
months. The Norwegian captain is 
quite bitter ^regarding the misplace- 
ment of the buoy, concerning which 
officials were notified some time ago. 
it was Saturday morning that the 
Tellus struck, and at 7 o'clock on Sun- 
day morning she broke in two, and 
with evcrythnig on board will be probv 
ably a total loss. 

The stranded vessel rested easily up 
to about midnight, when in a heavy 
swell she began pounding terrifically. 
Shortly afterward she began leaking; 
the pumps broke, and her engines 
shifted over aft. At u o'clock Sunday 
morning water was pouring into tho 
engine room anil seven feet of water 
was in the hold. 

At 7 o'clock, with a report like a 
cannon, the steel steamer broke in two 
at No. \l hold and the after part of 
tiie engine room. Tho three mates, 
three engineers and steward, who re- 
mained on tho wreck, were taken off 
by the tug Cudahy, which stood by 
during the night. 

Captain Berg, with a force, of thirty 
longshoremen, arrived at the wreck 
about !) o'clock Sunday morning, but 
seeing there was 110 hope of saving 
the vessel or any part of the cargo, 
returned to Hoqulam with his crew. 
Tho tug Traveler, with Second Mate 
Nelson of the Tellus, i* standing by 
the wreck. Captain. Berg believes the. 
Tellus will go to pieces entirely with- 
in a few days. The steamer' .carried 
nearly -1,000 tons of coal, valued at 
about $20,000, for the Independent Coal 
& Ice company of Portland. 

The crew of twenty- three men was 
taken off by tho tug Printer, which 
hurried to tho scene, arriving there 
two hours after the steamer forced 
her nose into tho sand. Although a 
lino was taken by the tug, and later 
the tug Traveler came to the rescue, 
these large powerful steamers could do 
nothing to move the vessel from its 
dangerous position. 

Yesterday the vessel was abandoned 
and Capt. Berg and crew proceeded 
to Hoqulam, where the latter wero 
paid off. Tho vcsel and cargo was 
insured. 

The Tellus is the second of the Nor- 
wegian steamers sent to this coast for 
the coal trade by W. Wilhelmsen of 
Tonsberg, to leave her bones on tho 
Pacific coast, the new steamer Tri- 
color having been broken up ashore 
near Cape Mendocino, a few years 
ago. 

The Tellus was well known here. 
Sho has at times been chartered for 
foreign trade, but has returned to 
the coal trade from the Island mines 
to California. During the Russo-Jap- 
anese war, when the steamer was in 
chnrge of Capt. Arnzton, she mado 
two successful blockade-running trips 
from- Hongkong through the Sea of 
.Tappan, then dotted with Japanese war-' 
ships, to Vladivostok. She is a, stool 
screw steamer of 2,522 ,tons gross, 
1,012 tons net register, with one steel 
dock and web frames. Like all tho 
steamers of the "Wilhelmsen fleet, sho 
was built nt a British yard, being con- 
structed at Sunderland in ISfiO, by 
Os'uourne, Grahame ,fc company, and 
engined by G. Clark, Ltd., of Sunder- 
land. She is 302 feet long, 40.1 feet 
beam, and 20. G feet deep, and was 
registered at Tonsberg, Norway, as 
a Norwegian vessel. 

DERELICT STILL FLOATING 

Tho derelict gasoline schooner Bes- 
sie K. is yet a menace to shipping 
along the California coast. Capt Ol- 
son, master of the schooner Delia, has 
reported to the hydrographlc service, 
In Portland, sighting the wreckage on 
a recent voyage out of San Francisco. 

The wrecking of tho Bessie IC. 
nearly a year ago was ono of tho 
worst marine tragedies of the Pacific 
In recent years. Six members of the 
crew ' were lost when the schooner 
turned turtle in a gale between Men- 
toclno and San Francisco.

Chicago, Sept. 2;!. — Wheat prices on 
the local exchanges declined nearly 2 
cents today because of liberal selling 
by longs. At the close wheat for De- 
, comber delivery was crown 1% cent. 
Corn was off 1% cents. Oats were 
down 1 cent. Provisions were to 
7^4 a 10c. lower. 

The vVheat market was weak all day. 
The chief bearish influence at the 
opening was the large amount of 
world's shipments during the last 
week, the total movement being 12,- 
7n(!,000 oushels. This heavy move- 
ment caused a sharp break at Llver- 
| pool, and was responsible for much of 
the break on the local market. Figures 
on the amount of breadstuffs on ocean 
passage were a bearish factor, show- 
ing an increase of 1,448,000 bushels. 
Reports from the Canadian North- 
west were more favorable than for 
several clays, a number of- advices 
claiming that injury to the crop has 
been exaggerated. Weather conditions 
In Minnesota and 11:,' Dakotas were 
more favorable for the threshing, 
which augmented the bearish senti- 
ment. Throughout the day the prin- 
cipal demand came from shorts, and 
the buying was not in sufficient vol- 
ume to cause any upturn. The market 
closed weak. December opened % to 
vie. lower at 191 Vt to 101%, sold at 
101% and declined to 100%. The 
close was at 100%c. Clearances of 
wheat and ffour were equal to 117,- 
S00 bushels. The visible supply de- 
creased 1, fell, 000 bushels. Primary 
receipts 446,000 bushels , against 1,- 
L'K'.i.OOO bushels on the same day last 
year. Minneapolis, Duluth and Chi- 
aego reported receipts of 814 cars, 
cars,, against 771! ears last week and 
833 ears one year ago. 

The corn marked was weak on gen- 
eral liquidation by local and outside 
holders. The selling was chiefly 
prompted by large local and primary 
receipts. Arrivals at Chicago were 
1,270 cars, which was 200 in excess of 
the estimate. Of this amount 47"> cars 
were of contract grade. Receipts for 
the day were 1,27,4,000 bushels, against. 
7110,001) bushels on the same day last 
year. A forecast of warmer weather 
for the corn belt was an additional 
bearish Influence. The market closed 
weak. December opened % to %c. 
lower at 57% to 58c, sold at 58% and 
then declined to 56%, where it closed. 

Trade in oats was very light, and 
the market was very weak in sym- 
pathy with wheaf and corn. The close 
was at the low point of the day. De- 
cember opened Vic lower at 52%, sold 
at 52% and then declined to 51%, 
where it closed. Local receipts were 
443 cars. 

Provisions were weak because of the 
break in corn. M the (lose January 
pork was down 7% to 10c. at 15.05. 
Lard was down 2%c. at 8.62% at 05. 
Ribs were r,c. lower al 7.S7%.

STOCKS SHOW WEAKNESS 

Money Disturbance and Other Factors 
Affect Wall Street 

Xew York. Sept. 23.— The rise in se- 
curities prices which showed signs of 
gaining headway towards the end of 
last week, was brought, to an abrupt 
pause today. The Influences which 
produced this effect were traceable 
principalis- to foreign sources. The 
London market gave clear Intimation 
today that it has not prepared to 
adopt fully the assumption of a delin- 
ito clearing of the money outlook 
which became prevalent in Xew York 
last "week, owing to the improved po- 
sition of our own money market. The 
Bank of England was again obliged 
to share with Berlin and Paris, the 
open market supply of gold, and mon- 
ey and discounts hardened in London. 
Sterling exchange in New York also 
advanced. The effect was to revive, 
again the consideration of the require- 
ments before the money market, which 
will bo normally largo for the next 
month or six weeks. October flrst set- 
tlements are looked forward to with 
more or less apprehension In Berlin.

At the Lampson street school-hou.-e, 
Esquimau, Hon. William Templeman, 
minister of inland revenue and of 
mines, and Ralph Smith, M, P. for Na- 
naimo, addressed a number of their 
supporters last evening. .John Jar- 
dine, M, P. P. for Esquimau presided. 

An address was tendered Mr. Smit'.i, 
signed by Henry Helgensen, vice- 
president, and J. G. Mcintosh, '.sec- 
retary of the Liberal association of 
Esquimau, The address set forth the 
service Mr. Smith had performed for 
the district, which Is but one of the 
six which form his constituency, and 
expatiated at some length upon Its 
growing Importance. 

Mr. Smith was the flrst speaker, 
After thanking his supporters for their 
kind expressions of regard, Mr. Smith 
referred to the reference made In the 
address to the fact that ho had been 
offered the governorship of the Yukon 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurier. He had pledged 
himself at the last election 1,0 accept 
110 government position, and while ho 
retained the conlidenco of the electors 
of. his riding he would continue to 
sit as member for Nanaimo. He would 
be a candidate at the next general 
election. He alluded to the experi- 
mental farm which would be located 
at an early date In Nanaimo district. 
Esquimalt district had never been so 
well treated by tho federal government 
as It has been during the past two 
years. 

Mr. Smith, In giving an account of 
his stewardship, stated that lie ",iad 
always tried to, remember that there 
were two sides to a question. He had 
ever voted according to ills conyic- 
t ions. 

The practical results of the Liberal 
administration could not fail of notice, 
and tho special progress which British 
Columbia has made in tho past live 
years Is especially attributable to that 
policy. Mr. Smith proceeded to quote 
a number of figures contrasting tho 
growth of trade and commerce during 
the Liberal regime as compared with 
its advances during the term the Con- 
servatives held otlli o. ' 

Coming nearer home, he referred to 
the progress of Vancouver island as 
instanced by the growth of the coal 
trado. Ton years ago the San Fran- 
cisco disaster would have wiped out 
the industry. Ninety per cent of tho 
product went to that market. Today 
sixty-two per cent of the coal pro- 
duced On the Island is consumed in 
Canadian industries. 

The prosperity of British Columbia 
is due to the policy of the Dominion 
government in peopling the prairies 
With settlers. Mr. Smith could think 
of nothing that had been done by the 
provincial government to compare with 
this as a factor in advancing the in- 
terests of British Columbia. After pay- 
ing a tribute lo Mr. Sif ton, the speaker 
read a number of extracts from 
speeches of that gentleman in the Do- 
minion house, and also quoted figures 
showing the number of homestead en- 
tries. From 18S9 to 1S00, there were 
23,029, while from 1830 to 1006 there 
were 160,406. An increasing number of 
Canadians were settling upon the land 
and Mr. Smith quoted figures showing 
how this increase Varied. In 1906, 
11,061 Canadians applied for land. 

Mr. Smith contrasted the amount of 
land which had been granted by the 
Conservative governments to railway 
companies and to lettljrs and compar- 
ed tho figures udder the Liberal 
regime. The Conservative regime had 
seen 32.000,000 acres of lands go to 
corporations, and lint 8,500,00(1 to set- 
tlors. Tile Liberals had granted hut 
2.000,000 to corporations, and 20,000,- 
000 to settlers. This was sufficient 
answer to the contention that the 
Liberal government had departed from 
its principle of preserving the land 
for the settler. 

The speaker then touched upon tho 
immigration question. The govern- 
ment was not bringing industrial labor 
into tin; country. It was purely agri- 
cultural. Tlie enviable position of 
labor In this country is due lo the ad- 
vancement made possible by the pro- 
gressive policy of the Liberal govern- 
ment and to the restrictions placed 
upon the entry of Asiatic labor. 

The Industrial Disputes bill was al- 
luded to. There way a misconception 
of the provisions of Ibis act. It Is 
intended to safeguard tho Interests of 
tho people at largo and is fair to both 
capital and labor. 

Hon. William Templeman .after a 
brief reference to "Better Terms," in 
which lie stated that the question was 
"as dead as Julius Caesar," and that 
the claims for it had never been sub- 
stantiated, referred at some length to 
the public works which are being car- 
ried out or had been completed in 
British Columbia in the past two years. 
Ho referred to the various railway 
schemes and stated that it would not 
be difficult for any bona fldo schemes 
for the development of railway com- 
munication in the province to secure 
a measure of government aid. He 
then proceeded to read a list o£ the 
reforms effected by the administration 
at Ottawa, referring to the settlement 
of the Manitoba school question, tariff 
reform, preference, etc.

The min- 
ister referred lo a number of planks 
in his Halifax platform and claimed 
that these had already been adopted 
for the most part by the Liberals. 

The minister stated that the govern- 
ment would in all probability shortly 
enlarge 11a; railway commission and 
add to its duties and' that the post- 
master-general was meditating numer- 
ous reforms, including higher salaries 
for rural postmasters. lie is at present 
engaged upon a scheme for a measure 
of rural delivery. 

Senator McHugh, of Lindsay, Ont., 
who was present, was called upon for 
a speech. After a short address from 
Mr. McHugh the meeting closed with 
tho singing of the. national anthem.
